New York City , who had been 
in Russia before doing civ ilian relief 
work; 
Sergeant 
Glenn W. Leitzell, 
Mifflinburg. 
Pennsy lv ania; 
Priv ates 
Freeman Hogan. 8 12 Casper Av enue, 
Petroit, Jens Laursen, Marlett, Michi­ 
gan, and John Triplett, Hindman, Ken­ 
tucky . 
In addition the party brought 
out Francis Linford, a wounded Eng 
lish lad from Sussex . 
All the “ Yanks” were captured on 
the Archangel front. 
When the bol­ 
shev iks surprised them by a 
flank 
mov ement, the “ Yanks” were passed 
back from post to post until they ar­ 
riv ed in Moscow.
